The Joke Played by the Chief In- 
vincible on the Reporters. 


His Residence Discovered by a World Repre- 
sentative—He Invites all the Newspaper 
Men to His House and Then Refuses to 
Talk at all. 


By Telegraph to the Post-D *h. 

New York, May 24.— The ‘discovery of 
Mr. Tynan’s residence by the World,“ said 
Gen. Pryor yesterday, “‘is a very clever piece 
of detective work. Now that his residence 
is known further concealment on his part 
becomes impossible and I think he will talk 
to von.“. 

At No. 191 West Baltic street, Brooklyn, a 
very pleasant-featured middle-aged lady, 
dressed in black silk, received the reporter 
and said: “Iam Mrs. Tynan. My husband 
is not at home just at present, but ne told me 
to say that if any reporter called he would 
be happy to see him at four o'clock.” 

Promptly to the minute the reporter was

, , USHERED INTO THE PARLOR, 

where he was received by Mr. Farrel, the 
gentleman who only a day before had so pos- 
itively asserted that nobody of the name of 
Tynan was or had been living in the house, 
Several reporters subsequently entered, aud 
it soon became evident that the press in gen- 
eral had been notified. Mrs. Tynan next 
appeared and announced that her husband 
would be there in a few minutes. Seated on 
the sofa of the neatly furnished, cosy parlor, 
with her face wreathed in smiles and a merry 
twinkle in her eyes, Mrs. Tynan presentea 
the picture of a good motherly woman ready 
to take the whole world into her confidence, 
rather than the wife of so redoubtabie an 
agitator as No. 1” is represented to be. Af- 
ter waiting several moments a quick, ner- 
vous step was heard in the hall without, and 
a moment later the door was opened and 
Patrick Joseph Percy Tynan entered. He is 
not commanding in appearance, being bard- 
ly more than five feet. eight inches in height, 
of slim build and nervous temperament. He 
has an oval face and high forehead, and pre- 
sents the appearance of a man fitted to 
plan rather than to execute.

military line. to keep off the premises, which 
are clearly defined, posts having been put up 
for a fence to surround the works The 
spokesman replied that they had come 
TO PRIVE AWAY THE MEN 
who were working in the 
mine as laborers after the 
machines, and to close the mine. 
Then there was a simultaneous rush made, 
and the large boarding house in which the 
150 emploves of the Abbey Company are 
lodged and fed was surrounded by a howling, 
hooting mob, who demanded that the 
scarce awakened men should come out. 
Many of them did come out, and 
were told that the miners meant business, 
and that all laborers in the machine mines 
must go, and that none would be aliowed to 
work in the district un il their demands, as 
made in the ineeting ot May 
11 are complied with. Some of 
the laborers demurred and a half 
dozen of them were struck on the head with 
clubs. 
REVOLVERS WERE FREELY DISPLAYED 
but no shots were fired. The men stood 
awed, and wrangled until half past six 
o’clock, when, recognizing that they were 
outnumbered and that an attempt 
to enter the mine would ony 
precipitate bloodshed, they concluded 
to withdraw, and walked off towards East 
St. Louis on the Vandalia tracks, followed 
bv fullv 100 of the mob, who were deter- 
mined to see that there was no flank move- 
ment. Mr. Will. Heath. of the Abbey Com- 
pany, came out here last night antici- 
ating trouble. At 3:25 this morning 
xe telegraphed to President Crandall that 
there was musicin the air. Mr. Crandall at 
once jumped into his buggy and drove out 
here, a distance of fourteen miles, in an hour 
and a quarter, arriving here at 5:30. He 
went at once to mine No. 3, also a 
machine mine. This mineis located buta 
few vards from the depot. Mr. Crandail 
found things in an excited state. Ile re- 
ceived from fugitive laborers from the other 
mine an accountof the trouble there and the 
retreat of his men, and at 
once resolved not to attempt to 
do anv work until he could protect his men. 
At half-past six o’clock, marching along to 
the music of the fife and drum, 

THE MOB. THREE HUNDRED STRONG, 
came up the railroad track, and halting in 
front of No. 3 demanded to know 
whether there were any men in 
the pit. They were told no. Then they 
asked if any were going in, and were told 
not to-day. at least. Mr. Crandall then 
made them a short talk, in which he said 
that their action in driving away 
men who wanted to work was 
cowardly in the extreme, and 
could not win in the end. This eandid 
statement was received with groans of dis- 
approbation. Atter further words the men 
moved forward, cheering and vrandishing 
their clubs, and marched to the first mine of 
the Collinsville Coal Company, which 
is a quarter of a mile east of the 
railroad station. This is what 
is known as the Heintz Bluff Mine. The men 
had already gone into the pit, it being half 
past eight o'clock, When the mob reached 
there they drew up in line and a committee 
walked up to J. H. Wickliffe, owner of the 
mine, and said;

THE COAL MINERS. 


The Strikers fake Possession of the Ab- 
bey Mines During the Night. 

The striking miners in the St. Clair county 
district assumed the aggressive this morning, 
taking possession of the Abbey 
mines. near Yollinsville, driving 
the miners willing to work from 
the mines and intimidating the deputy-sher- 
ifs. The first news of the hostile move- 
ment reached Belleville about eight o’clock 
this morning, when Sheriff Ropiequet re- 
eviyed the fo.lowin telegram from 
E. J. Crandell, president of the Abbey 
mines: ‘Sheriff Ropiequet—A mob of min- 
eis came from St. Clair county this morn- 
ing, mobbed, maltreated and _ assaulted 
my wen, driving them to St. Louis. 
The men driven away are = anxious 
and willing to work and will return when 
the authorities put a stop to mob law. Tue 
mob from St. Clair county were armed with 
clubs and revolvers.” Another dis- 
patch was received later which 
left the impression that a riot was raging 
and the Sheriff hurriedly collected a posse 
of eighteen deputies, and started for the 
mines, first notifying Deputy Anthony, 
of East St. Louis. to follow 
with five men and all the constables of the 
county. The situation at the Reineke Mines 
on the Louisville and Nashville Road 
is very quiet, the forty men wh» 
were working yesterday being 
induced by the strikers to join the ranks. The 
Knecht Mines, which were working yester- 
day, were visited by the miners last evening 
and the workers requested to ° quit 
work, which they did without 
any objeciion. Rose Hill miners also join a 
the .trikers and a secret se sion was then 
called for last night, to ccnsider the best 
means of closing the Abbey 
mines at Collinsville, and several 
mines working near DuQuoin. Last night’s 
meeting was kept very quiet, only those at- 
tending being acquainted with the busi- 
ness transacted. Later last night and 
early this morning three hundred and 
fiifty miners from the Cairo Short Line, 
Louisville and Nashville, and IIlinois and 
St. Louis districts started for Coilins- 
ville and met there about four 
o’ciock this morning. Mr. Crandell, 
in order to protect his men from the strikers, 
had the boarding houses bullt at he mouth 
ot the shafts, the mines enclosed 
by a fence, and six deputy 
sheriffs constantly in attendance to 
prevent the strikers communicating wth his 
men. The story of some of the miners who 
arrived from Collinsville morning 
is as iqllows: The striker» 
marched in a y to 
the enclosure about five o’clock this morning 
and req ested permission to converse with 
the miners, The request was re- 
fused. when the strikers demanid- 
ed the Deputy Sheriffs to stand 
aside and allow them to enter, threatening 
violence unless their demand was granted. 
The boarding-houses were reached just as 
breakfast was spread on the tabies for about 
one hundred and fifty men. A movement 
was made forthe tables and full possession 
taken. Afier satisfying their hunger 
the workmen were approached just 
as they were about to descend 
in the mines, and informed that if they at- 
tempted to work the shafts would be 45 
and all suffocated, A half-hour was 
given those aiready in the mines to 
quit work and come up. The Deputy Sheriffs 
remonstrated, but without effect. the men 
all being ordered off the premises. A short 
consultation was held among Crandell’s 
men, and the conclusion reached that it 
would be safer for them to go to 
St. Louis for the present, which 
they accordingly did. The men 
numbering over 150, arrived in St. Louis 
shortiy before noon, having walked from 
Coilinsville, carrying all cheir tovis and 
fully determined not to resume work till the 
trouble is settled.

THE LABOR TROUBLES. 
The fresh outbreak of the smouldering 
trouble between the miners and operators in 
the Belleville coal district, reported exclus- 
ively in the Posr-Disr Aron yesterday, has 
culminated in open violence. The lawless 


element among the miners has prevailed and 


the policy of intimidation and armed vio- 
lenee bas been adopted, and capital and la- 
bor are both wronged by the action of the 
rioters. 
Whatever the merits of the question at 
issue may be, there cannot be two opinions 
about the method employed by the miners to 
enforce their side of the question. In this 
country, where every citizen has a voice in 
the framing of the law and a hand in 
enforcing it, there is no excuse for 
open defiance of the law and for the appeal! 
to riot. But it is one of the pernicious re- 
sults of a system of labor agitation which is 
foreign to American ideas that workingmen 
who have voluntarily sought the protection 
of our laws and the freedom of our institu- 
tions too often abuse that freedem to pre- 
vent others from working when so inclined. 
There can be only one end to such an out- 
break. The law must be enforced, the right 
of the operator to work his mines must be 
protected, and the right of the laborer to go 
to work on his own terms regardless of the 
rules of others must also be enforced by all 
the power of the State.

GAMBLING, 

The Chief of Police of New York has 
made the astounding declaration that there 
is not at present a single gambling-house 
running in that city, and the statement must 
be accepted as a proof that there is either a 
very high condition of morality in the much- 
slandered metropolis or a large amount of 
credulity on the part of the Chief of Police. 
In St. Louis, thanks to the efforts of the 
Post-DisPATCH, backed, as it was, by 
the vigorous moral sense of the community, 
it may be said that public gambling has 
been abolished. No effort of public authority 
can wholly suppress card-playing, and the 
gambling instinct is too deeply rooted in 
human nature not to find new vents and out- 
lets when the old ones are closed up; but, 
with lottery dealings, and faro and keno 
and public gambling-houses abolished, it 
may be said that St. Louis is at present free 
from one of the curses of other great cities. 
Butit may be worth our while to remind 
those who stood by usinour crusade that 
eternal vigilance is the price of safety in this 
matter. The profits of gambling in a great 
city are so sure and so enormous as to offer 
a powerful inceative to the sporting frater- 
nity to occupy the field, and we may be sure 
that theireyes and their thoughts are con- 
stantly fixed on the tempting rewards and 
opportunities offered by this wholly unoc- 
cupled feld. They have recently been very 
quiet, but we have no trust in such appear- 
ances, and suspect them most when they are 
most quiet. It is well tobe on our guard at 
all times, and to be on the look-out for the 
first insidious attempt that might indicate 
the possibility of a departure from the pres- 
ent state of atfairs anda return to the oid, 
palmy days of gambling. 


DECORATION DAY. 

The approach of Decoration Day and the 
preparations made for the customary cele- 
bration cannot fail to fill the people of St. 
Louis with asense of shame at the prospect 
of a revival of those orgies to which it has 
given rise in the pastand which would jus- 
tify a changing of its name to Desecration 
Day, We do not need to dwell on 
the disgraceful features of a celebra- 
tion which was intended ., national 
solemnity. They are so disgust.ng that they 
can hardly be alluded to, and for several 
years past the reports of the day’s proceed- 
ings at our national cemetery, as given in 
the daily papers, have been quite enough to 
have demanded the abolition of the ob- 
servance. Side by side with the

TARIFF PLATFORMS. 

A “too previous” statement purporting to 
give the exact words of the tariff resolution 
which the Democrats of Kentucky would 
adopt, was, on the first day of their conven- 
tion, sent broadcast through the Associated 
Press dispatches. As a differently. worded 
resolution was adopted next day, a misap- 
prehension of the real significance of the 
convention’s action seems to have taken pos- 
session of papers in both parties, North and 
South. Toe premature statement was un- 
derstood to have been drawn up by Mr. 
WATTERSON, of the Courier-Journal, and 
was telegraphed as follows: 

The Committee on Resolutions will report the 


following to-morrow, which will be adopted: 


„The Kentucky Democracy are unalterably op- 
posed to subsidies of every description. They be- 
lieve that all taxation should be for the support of 
the Government. They denounce the tariff act of 
the last Republican Congress as a monster piece 
of iniquity, injustice and wrong, and they demand 
of the next Democratic House ol Representatives 
a measure of relief and reform based upon the or- 
ganic law of the Democratic party declared at St. 
Louls in 1876 and reaffirmed at Ciucinnati in 1880, 
which requires all Custom-house taxation shall be 
for revenue only.“ 

But the next day the convention unani- 
mously adopted resolutions worded thus: 
That the Democracy of Kentucky, in convention 
assembled, reaffirm our unabated confidence in, 
and affection for, the principles and policy em- 
bodied in the organic law of the Democratic party 
adopted at the National Democratic Convention 
held at St. Louls in 1876, and ratified at Cincinnati 
in 1880. 

That our laws in relation to revenue and taxa- 
tion should be so framed as to secure equality in 
rate of assessmeuts as nearly as possible, and to 
insure the collection of revenue in the most con- 
venient and inexpensive manner. 

As a declaration in favor of a tariff for 


revenue only,” this resolution goes as far as 
the one which was not adopted. It reén- 
dorses a National platform which pledged 
the party to that principle in those very 
words. But it does not pledge the party, as 
Mr. WATTERSON's resolution manifestiy 
would have done, to menace the business 
affairs of the people witha probably fruit- 
less reopening of the tariff struggle in the 
next Congress, pendinga Presidential elec- 
tion, and when there is little hope of carry- 
ing a substantial reform through the Sen- 
ate. Many Democrats all over the country 
who are just as sincere tariff reformers as 
Mr. WATTERSON, regarded his impetuous 
demand for immediate repeal as impracti- 
cable and Ilable to do the cause, as well as 
he business interests of the country and the 
party itself, more harm than good. Most 
probably, therefore, the wires were kept 
hot with appeals from leaders in 
other States imploring the Kentucky 
Democrats not to go further than 
tthe last National platform on this ques- 
tion. They were told that, as Beck in the 
Senate and CARLISLE in the House, with 
the solid Kentucky delegation at his back,had 
taken the lead in arousing the tariff reform 
sentiment of the country, there was no dan- 
ger that the position of the Kentucky Dem- 
ocracy would be misunderstood, while, on the 
other hand, a step too far towards an assum p- 
tion of dictatorial leadership in the party 
might produce misunderstandings and com- 
plications that were better avoided. 

How the resolution adopted can be inter- 
preted as a back-down of the Kentucky 
Democrats or as a surrender to the Randal- 
ites of the party, is not clearly apparent. 
Even Mr. WaATTERSON professes himself 
satisfied with it, though it was not what he 
wrote out for the convention. It is by no 
means a faint or evasive utterance. Deli- 
cacy and deference to the party 
n other States were certainly not 
carried too far in indorsing the 
much combated declaration in favor

A Minister and a Teacher Fight in 
a Sunday, School. 


The Clergyman is Choked, Has His Whiskers 
Pulled and His Face Scratched— His 
Wife Interferes in the Melee—A Church 
Sadly Divided.

Gosuen, N. T., May 24.—Nothing has 
caused so much excitement in this village 
since the murder, in 1876, of Wisner Murray 
in the Erie R. R. depot here, by Erie’s ex- 
President Robert H. Berdell, as a fight in 
the Sunday-schoo! room of St. James’ Epis- 
eopal Church on Sunday last while the 
school was in session.

attend the church. The Matthews family 
are considered wealthy and move in the best 
society. The son is about twenty 
years of age, and the class he has been 
teaching is composed of young ladies, His 
mother, who, it is said, was instrumental in 
bringing on the trouble, is a daughter of the 
iate Thomas Thorne, a wealthy citizen, and 
has been a teacher jn the Sunday-school 
many years. The Rev. Mr. Mauryis a. son- 
in-law of the late Dr. Draper, of New York. 
He took the rectorship bout a year ago. He 
is forty years of age. Fora long time before 
and since Dr. Maury came here there has not 
been the best of feeling in the church. The 
faction opposing the rector constitutes a 
small mi.ority of the congregation. Among 
this number is the Matthews family. A 
week ago Sunday Dr. Maury and young 
Matthews had some trouble. The rector 
thought that Matthews was not showing him 
proper respect, and t ld him that he mus:

He caught the mil ter by the throat, 
and in the melee that followed the clergy- 
man was choked, his whiskers pulled and his 
face scratched. Mrs, Maury went to her 
nusband's assistance, and in the struggle to 
get the ductor away and out of the clutches 


one side. The doctor at length got hold of 
Matthews’ arms and prevented further vio- 
ience to himself and wife.

They 
are the years ending June 30, 1880 and 1881. 
‘rhe exports, as shown by a report of the 
Treasury Department, for the first three- 
quarters of the fiscal year reach §650,000,000 
against $592,000,000 in the corresponding nine 
months of last year. During the remainder 
of the year they will-be somewhere from 
$160,000,000 to $200,000;000. Should they reach 
the latter figure the grand 
total would exceed that of 1880, 
only be surpassed by the great exporting 
year of 181. when the exports reached $902,- 
000,000, and were $250,000,000 greater than 
the imports. The imports thus far this vear 
are a trifle below $550,000,000, showing that 
the excess of exports over the imports will 
be from $100,000,000 to $150,000,000. In only 
sixteen years in the past half century has 
the balance of trade been in our favor. From 
1845 to 1875 the balance of trade was only 
four times in our favor, In 1876, however, 
the tide turned. That year the exports were 
$79,000,000 greater than the imports, and have 
steadily kept the ascendancy since, having 
in two years exceeded $250,000,000 of surplus. 
These figures’ relate to the exports of mer- 
chandise, and do not include gold, or gold 
and silver bullion.

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Among the records kept at the office of the 
Chief of Police are two bulky volumes, 
labelled “missing persons.” The first is 
kept for the department. The other is 
tabled in the reporters’ room. Each day the 
description of some person who has 
unaccountably absented himself from his 
usual haunts is posted yin the latter 
volume and marked For the Press,“ 
through the mediumshiv of which ninety 
per cent of the cases are cleared up. Occa- 
sionally a member of some well-to-do 
family suddenly disappears from the 


circle of acquaintances and the police under- 
take to secretiy discover the whereabouts. 
“Not for the Press“ is the order issued by 
the chief copper, because a male relative that 
might possess some influence so requests. 
The chances of success in such 
a search are ut equivalent to 
the proverbial probability of finding 
a needle ina haystack. If the missing per- 
son isa man, the gambling-houses are vis- 
ited; if a woman, the houses of ill-fame, and 
here the chief chump declares the case very 
mysterious, and invites the gang who are 
flattered by the title of detectives to give in 
their theories. While conscious that the 
greatest aid that can be secured in such 
a search is from a pubscation 
of the facts, the spirit of toadyism prevails 
to such an extent in the department that the 
persons in charge will advise secrecy against 
their own conviction and the interest of the 
relatives, who are prejudiced and 
not able to judge of the ad- 
vantages of the pubiieation of the details. 
A tar wiser plan to ascertain the where- 
abouts of missing persons than consulting 
the police would be private advertising, 
where there is no reward. The force of cop- 
pers are largely engaged in hunting up old 
trunks and small articles of property. and, 
in fact, devote but very little time to 
cases of missing persons where there is lit- 
tle glory and less money. While making up 
the annual departinent report 
SECRETARY WILLIAM H. WILLIAMS, 

who is an oddity in the office on account of 
the remarkably sound opinions he enter- 
tains on this and similar sub- 
jects, said: ‘Look at this large 
number of mysterious disappearances, 
so-called. They average nearly one a day, 
while there are really not half a dozen in ten 
years. We have had some cases that baffled 
all efforts to unravel them. The case of 
Judge Mayo, who started east on an O. & 
M. train several years ago. was reaily 
a mysterious case. He was seen aboard 
the train, and while his satchel was found 
in the seat no traces of the man himself 
were ever afterwards obtained. The Smith 
case in Carondelet was another. ‘This 
mau was a carpenter, and about ten 
years ago started out to go fishing. He 
was seen in East Carondelet towards 
dusk in the evening, but never again. 
A dozen theories were advanced, but no ex- 
planation of his disappearance was ever 
given. Icould name a few other cases, but 
i don’t know above half a dozen cases.“ 

“What class ef disappearauces are most 
frequent?“ 

Oh, they are of all charac- 
ters; old foikxs, young girls, children, 
and persons of every age. Many of the cases 
ol old persons are men and women suffering 
from mental troubles. They wander off, but 
are heard from in the course of a few days. 
The cases of children are simply lost, but 
ol course they are reported to us 
as kidnapped. You cau always depend on it 
that the worst phase of the case will be re- 
ported to us. The 
han GREATEST DIFFICULTY 
is In getting a true statement of the facts. 
The relatives, it would appear, intentionally 
deceive us. This is especially 
true in cases of young girls, When 
we make inquiries about their 
habits and associations weare invariably 
misinformed if the matter in question, is one 
that might in any way retlect on the missing 
Ziriorthe family. ‘Lhe result of this is to 
compietely throw one off his guard 
in working on a case. Personaily 1 
take very little stock in this character of 
Cases, and if afull statement of facts and 
circuinsiauces Were made by the relations in 
every instance, it would greatly facilitate the 
work of clearing them up.
